TO HOLD PUBLIC HEARING 
ON MAIN STREET PARKING 
As part. of their regular meeting, 
the Bethel Board of Selectmen will 
‘hold a public hearing at 7:30 Dp. 
m. Monday ‘night, Mav 9, regard- 
ing parking’ on Main Street, 

The purpose of the hearing is 
to obtain input from local citizens 
about a number of suggested al- 
ternatives for improving vehicle 
and pedestrian -traffie on Main 
Street. 

The two areas of primary con- 
cern are (1) the area from the 
corner of Broad and Church Streets. 
to the Town Office and (2) the 


‘area from the Bethel IGA to Cas- 


co Bank, : 

In the area from the corner of 

Broad and Church Streets to’ the 
Town Office, the use of diagonal. 
parking from, Clukey’s. Pharmacy 
to‘the Window.Box on that side of 
the Street. and parallel parking on. 
the opposite side leaves a narrow 
tnafific flow. Cars backing, out 
‘of the diagonal parking spaces 
have a restricted view because of 
van type or pick-ups with a cap 
parked next to them. Also vehicles 
backing out often have to use 
nearly all of the traffic lane in 
order to clear parked vehicles. 
Several accidents and near acci- 
dents have occurred at this loca- 
tion. 
. Last winter, the town prohibited 
parking on the Savings Bank side 
of’ the Street to enable safer trat- 
fic flow, however this eliminated 
seven parking spaces. A suggested 
alternative for this area is to 
change the diagonal ‘parking from 
ithe Window Box to Clukey’s Phar- 
macy to parallel parking. This 
change would eliminate four park- 
ing spaces. _ 

In the area from the Bethel IGA 
to the Casco Bank, the major safe- 
ty hazard is from vehicles enter- 
ing Main Street from the IGA 
parking lot driveway next to the 
Spa. Again several accidents have 
taken place ‘at this location along 
with many near misses. Exiting 
from diagonal parking spaces is 
also a problem because of often 
obstructed vision. One alternative 
suggested in this area is to change 
diagonal parking to parallel park- 
ing from the Spa to the Brass 
Buckle and to add parallel 
parking on the Church side of the 
streét. This would mean the Joss 
of six spaces between the Spa and 
the ‘Brass Buckle while gaining 
dive spaces on the other side. of

the street. The question also ar- 
ises as to whether parking should 
be allowed in front of the church. 
Another alternative is to pro- 
hibit vehicles from entering Main 
Street from the IGA driveway next 
to the Spa. This would make the 
driveway one-way. with entrance 
from Main Street and exit via 
High Street or the other IGA 
driveway. This alternative could 
be complicated by the elimination 
of the upper IGA driveway should 
an addition be built on the front 
of the store as has been proposed. 
Possible means of improving 
pedestrian safety would be to add 
additional X-walks and to provide 
for pedestrian right of way for 
people using X-walks. This would 
mean that vehicles would have to 
stop for pedestrians in X-walks, 
This hearing is provided to ob- 
tain public comments and sugges- 
tions.
